EDUCATION THEN AND NOW 


Just as certain habits remain even after they are no 
longer necessary or useful, so are ideas and convictions often 
entertained when they are no longer founded in fact. A man 
who spends much time out of doors will often when lighting 
a match in the house, shield the tiny flam e from the wind 
Which he has been accustomed to shield in from out-of-doors. 
Ideas acquired in early youth, valid though they may 
have been at the time, will often be carried over to a period 
of time and into conditions in which, as a little reflection 
would show, they have no validity whatever. 
The muchtalked of three R’s are a case in point. These 
were once the foundation of all elementary education. For 
the vast majority there was nothing more to education than 
the three R’s. They began with them, and ended with them. 
They served fully the purposes educators of that day had in 
mind. 
So did the stage coach and the two-masted schooner. In 
an age which did not know fast trains and automobiles and 
airplanes these earlier means of travel were quite adequate, 
just as in an earlier stage of education the three R’s were not 
so inadequate. 
The question of w hat is good for the school child must 
be considered not only from the point of view of the past; 
much will be lost if a great deal of thought is not given to 
his present needs.

GUTHRIE OKLA, Apr. 6.— A plea 
that the organized women of Okla­ 
homa make a concerted move to se­ 
cure from the next state legislature 
a substantial appropriation to match 
funds for the care or mothers and 
children 
which will be 
available 
under the Sheppard-Towner act was 
made here today by Dr. A. Ii. Lewis, 
state commissioner of health, in an 
address before the district conven­ 
tion of tht Oklahoma Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. 
After outlining the benefits which 
lie said would be derived from opera­ 
tion of the law, 
Dr. Lewis submit­ 
ted the proposition of securing ap­ 
propriations 
to 
the 
women 
as

task especially devolving on them, 
and urged that definite plans for 
a well organized campaign be laid 
at once.

Poultry Pests. 
MITES. 
Mites feed on the birds, sucking 
their blood, during the night, but in 
the day retire to the dark crevices i 
in the poultry house. 
Because of j 
their blood sucking habit, they are 
very detrim ental to the health of 
the fowl. 
Thoroughly spray the house with i 
some good disinfectant such as any 


! of the cattle dips, crude oil, kero- j 
sene emulsion, etc. Care should be j 
used to get the solution into the j 
cracks and dark corners. 
BLUE BUGS. 
Blue bugs, like the mites, a r e ' 
blood 
suckers.

The best treatm ent seems to be a 
good coat of crude oil throughout 
the p o u ltry house. 
SCALY LEG.

F irst wash the leg with w a rm ; 
water, then saturate it with k e ro -1 
sene. Repeat this every five days' 
until 
cured. 
Thoroughly 
disinfect 
the house. 
STICK TIGHT FLEAS. 
Mix equal parts of melted lard j 
and kerosene. When cold annoint j 
the comb, wattles and ear lobes of I 
the affected birds. Clean and disin­ 
fect the house as directed under 
treatm ent for mites.
